All scheme* for enlarging the M ate insane asy­ 
lum* ore practically killed. And now the best 
thing for the Legislature to do is to postpone all 
meaaures looking toward the farther care of the 
insane until another year, at which time more 
complete information will have been obtained 
and more perfect plans have been arrived at.— 
Madison Democrat. 
One of the wisest things the Wisconsin 
Legislature has done this winter is to de­ 
feat the merciless schemes to appropriate 
nearly half a million dollars to enlarge the 
State Hospital for the insane, $220,000 of 
which was intended for the Northern 
Hospital. This immense raid on the State 
treasury by the hospital folk was too 
glaring 
a 
piece 
of 
injustice 
to be tolerated for a moment by thought - 
fill members of the Legislature, and too 
reckless a waste of public money to be 
couatenanced by the people. 
There certainly is a belter and a more 
economical system ot providing for the in­ 
sane rn the State. 
The county hospital 
bill seems to meet with favor in 
tho 
Senate, as it passed that b >dy last week by 
a vote of 21 ti IO. 
Whether the plan 
provided by this bill is the wisest or not, is 
not koowo, but it seems to be much prefer­ 
able to the enlargement of the Mate hos­ 
pital at an expense of nearly half a million 
dollars, and especially wbeu we consider 
that there appears to be no limit to the 
greed of the hospital rings. 
We believe 
the Democrat’s suggestion is a good one, 
to postpone further consideration ot the 
subject for another year, giving the State 
Board of Charities further tim- to exam ­ 
ine into the matter. 
The county system, 
however, seems to meet with pretty gen­ 
eral favor, especially among those who 
have given the subject considerable study, 
and the prospects are that It will pass the 
Assembly aud become a law. 
it bas the 
advantage of economy over the enlarge­ 
ment plan, and at the same time will pro­ 
vide pleasant quarters for the hundreds of 
chronic insane which are now lying in 
filth and rags in county jails and poor­ 
houses. 


There are a great many who m aunder 
stand the meaning ct some portion.! of the 
new law providing for the election of two 
Associate Justices. 
The law says the Jus­ 
tices shall be elected to hold their offices 
respectfully for the terms en ling two aud 
four years, on and after the first Monday of 
January, ISSI ” By this, many suppose 
the new Justice will not take the r seats 
until January, 1884, and that they are elect­ 
ed for ouly two aud four years from that 
time. In this they labor under a mistake. 
Judge Orton will be elected for ten years, 
and Judge Taylor for eight years, aad they 
will ascend the bench as soon as they qual­ 
ify after the result of the election is known. 
In some respect? the law is very bungling­ 
ly drawn. It would have been just as ea-y 
to have stated the fact in plain language 
that tbs term of one of the additional As­ 
sociate Justices will expire on the first 
Monday ot January, 1880, and the other 
on the first Monday of January, 1888. 1 
This would have prevented any misunder­ 
standing.

Northwestern Branch of the National 
Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers,near 
Milwaukee, is before un. 
The number of 
beneficiaries is summed up as follow s: To­ 
tal number of disabled soldiers and sailors 
cared for or aided at this branch during 
the year, 1,307, an increase of 102 over the 
number of beneficiaries the previous year. 
Whole number of disabled soldiers and sail­ 
ors cared for or aided at this branch, from 
its first establishment, May I, 18G7, lo Dec. 
Si, 1877,3,873. As to the future needs o f 
the home, the Governor makes the follow ­ 
ing suggestions: 
The experience of the 
past, considered in connection with the 
laws of longevity aud lue cau^uallies ot 
life, demonstrates that the number of dis­ 
abled soldiers Who will seek Hie benefits ot 
the home, if no change is made IU the 
terms 
ot admission, 
will continue to 
increase 
during 
the 
next 
twenty- 
five years. 
As the men advance in age* 
their disabilities will 
increase, families 
will be broken up, to the effect of wounds 
will be superadded disease, aud many, who 
have never yet been Inmates o f the home 
will in their declining years be com pelled 
to avail themselves o f this beneficent pro­ 
vision of the government for their su-Jten* 
ance aad care. This branch is now filled 
to the utmost capacity consistent with 
health and convenience, aud some provis­ 
ion for additional quarters will soon de­ 
mand your consideration. 
In several 
States attempts are being made to establish 
local homes for disabled soldiers and sail­ 
ors ; but it is not believed that these efforts, 
if successful, will result in relieving the 
National Uome in any considerable degree. 
The average cost of each man, including 
everything except clothing, during 1877, 
was $120.17. The commissary expense 
was 19 cents and a fraction per day. 
The 
cost of clothing per man wa? $11.10, mak 
ing total cost per man, $137 31. The 
buildings and grounds have been improv­ 
ed, and the inmates have taken a pride in 
adding to the adornment aud beautifying 
of the surroundings. Opportunities are 
given for light labor to the 
inm ates, 
which promotes their contentment aud 
happiness.

Whereas The legislature of this State, at the an* 
nual session for the year is;6. proposed and 
adopted, by a vote of a majority ol the members 
elected to each of the two houses, an amend­ 
ment to the constitution of this State, in the 
fellowing language: 
*• Resolved by the Senate, the Assembly concurr­ 
ing: Tnat section 4 of article VII oi me con­ 
stitution be amended so as to read: Section 4. 
The supreme court shall consist oi one chief 
justice and lour associate justices, to he elect­ 
ed by the qualified electors ol the state. The 
legislature shall, at its first session alter the 
adoption of this amendment, provide by law lur 
the election of two associate justices of said 
court, to hold their offices respectively for terms 
ending two and lour years respectively, alter me 
end ol the term of the justices ut the said court 
then last to expire. And therealter the chief 
justices and the associate justices of said court 
shall be elected and hold their offices respec­ 
tively for the term of ten y e a r s and 
W hereas, The foregoieg propose amendment to 
the constitution of the state was duly ratified 
and agreed to by the legislate ol 1877, and duly 
submitted to the people of the b.ate of Wiscon­ 
sin tor approval and ratification, at the general 
election held in said State, .November, 1877, and 
was by a majority of the electors of said State 
voting thereon at said election, approved and 
ratified; and 
Wr r h e a s , Said amendment has now become a 
part of the constitution of the State of Wiscon­

term ending on the first Monday of January, 
1886.“ Bald ballots for associate justices shall 
be cast in a separate box, to be jiroYided at each 
election precinct tor that purpose. 
Sections. The persons duly elected at such 
election may quality as soon as the result of such 
election is officially declared, and shall enter up­ 
on the discharge of the dalles of iheir respective 
offices upon their election and qualification, pur­ 
suant to law. The secretary ol state shall give 
the substance of ihe preamble of ibis act, togeth ­ 
er with the act itself, in the notice of said judicial 
election, such notice to be given in the fame way 
and manner as now provided by Jaw tor notice of 
election of judges of the supreme court. 
Section 4. The votes cast tor said j ustices shall 
be counted and returned by the infectors of the

Brown'sI Pal ace.

About fourteen years ago George H. 
Brown, of Brown Bros., bankers in New 
York City, then more than a millionaire, 
bought 360 acres of land near Millbrook, 
Duchess county, and erected on it a man­ 
sion that cost him $300,000.

How a Boy Helped the Growth of the 
Steam Engine. I 
The steam engine had now assumed a 
form that somewhat resembles the modern 
machine. An important defect still exist­ 
ed in the necessity of keeping an attendant 
by the engine to open and shut the cocks. 
A bright boy, however. Humphrey Potter, 
to whom was assigned this duty on a New­ 
comen engine in 1813, contrived what he 
called a seaman—a catch rigged with a 
cord from the beam overhead—which per­ 
formed the work for him. The boy, thus 
making the operation of the valve gear au­ 
tomatic, increased the speed of the eogiue 
to fifteen or sixteen strokes a minute, and 
gape it a regularity and certainty of action 
that coaid only be obtained by such an ad­ 
justment of its valves. 
This ingenious 
young mechanic afterward 
became 
a 
skilled workman and an excellent engineer, 
and went abroad on the continent, where 
lie erected several fine engines. Potter’s 
rude valve gear was soon improved by 
Henry Heighten, and the new device was 
applied to an engine whioh that talented 
engineer erected at Newcastle on-Tyne in 
1818, in which engine he substituted sub- 
btantial materials for Po Her* unmechan­ 
ical arrangement of cords.
